Ronnie: Settlement of war too late 


OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) - 


For Ronnie D. Beets, any peace 
settlement in Vietnam is too 
late. 


For him, the war ended in a 


fierce battle near Chu Lai in 
the summer of 1*7. But he 
continued to fight for his life in 
hospitals in Japan, San Antonio 
and Long Beach. 


Months later, it seemed he 


had won his battle to survival 
and the Army discharged him. 
Ho was a paraplegic, but alive 
and filled with vitality and a 
desire for a college degree end 
a family. 


But war wounds don't always 


end easily, and for Ronnie 
Beets' luck ran out Thursday in 
a hospital in Odessa, Tex. He 
died of the lingering afteref- 
fects of the Viet Cong grenade 
that tore through his stomach 
and shattered his spine. 


The Beets family gathered 


over the weekend at the home 
of his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
James Beets of Oklahoma City. 
Ihey include his widow, the 
former Merilyn Farley of Okla- 
homa City and his (-year-old 
son Ronald and 4-year-old 
daughter Rebecca and a broth- 


er, Bill. 


Ronnie Beets was a para- 


trooper and machinegtaner in 
the IMst Airborne Division in 
Vietnam. His brother recalls 
Ronnie's story of what hap- 
pened the day he was wounded 


"They were dug in all around 


... I saw six or seven of them 
sneaking up near our fox hole 
to set up a machinagun nest, so 
I started throwing grenades at 
them. One of them threw a gre- 
nade our way," Bill Beets says 
his brother told him. 


Ronnie was hit and his ma- 


chinegun was knocked out. 


Then, he was hit by rifle fire. 
But he put his gun back ut ac- 
tion and fired 1,000 rounds, 


A month later. Ronnie came 


home, but to a hospital in San 
Antonio. Three months after 
that, he was moved to a hospi- 
tal in San Diego. Eight months 
later, he was well enough tows 
discharged. 


A few days ago, Ronnie's war 


wound caused an intestinal 
blockage that sent him back to 
the hospital, where he died be- 
fore hearing the news that a 
cease-fire may be imminent in 
Viet Nam.

NEW YORK (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon held a 2ftfoint toad 
over 
Democrat 
George 


McGovem going into the last 
two weeks of the presidential 
campaign, according to the 
fourth and final Yankelovich 
poll. 


The survey, commissioned by 


the New York Tunas and Tune 
magazine, gave Nixon 56 par 
cent to 30 per cent 
for 


McGovern and 14 per cent un- 
decided. This was a 4 point 
gain for McGovem over the 
previous poll. 


Based on telephone inter- 


views with 3,010 registered vo- 
ters, the survey was conducted 
from Oct. 15 to 24. It ended Just 
before the administration an- 
nounced that peace was at 
hand in Vietnam. 


The four Yankelovich surveys 


were taken in the 16 largest 
states, which together have 332 
electoral votes - wen over the 
270 that are necessary to carry 
the presidency. 


Survey results gave Nixon a 


lead of 22 points or better in 10 
states — Texas, Illinois, In- 
diana, Ohio, Missouri, Pennsyl- 
vania, North Carolina, Georgia, 
Virginia and Florida. 


The President held a lead of 


between 12 and 22 points in 
New York, California, Mich- 
igan, New Jersey and Wiscon- 
sin, the poll said. In only one of 
the 16 states, Massachusetts, 
did McGovem appear ahead. 


The survey also showed ap- 


parent growing apathy toward 
the election. In the frst poll 
last July, 41 per cent said they 
were "very interested" in the 
campaign, but the figure fell to 


39 per cent in the latest poll. 


The Gallup Poll, meanwhile, 


reported that it found "the 
Democratic party has certain 
strengths which may not be ap- 
parent in the latest figures on 
candidate preferences." 


In its mid-October survey, re- 


ported last week, the Gallup 
Poll found Nixon ahead by a 23- 
point margin, 59 per cent to 36 
per cent for McGovem. 


But when voters were asked 


which political party they 
thought best able to deal with 
the nation's top problems, the 
GOP was ahead only 56 to 45 
per cent, Gallup said Sunday. 


Democrats emerged ahead of 


the Republicans, 51 to 41, on 
questions designed to teat en- 
thusiasm and by one per- 
centage point in campaign ac- 
tivity, the survey found.

Flammability of 


Children's Sleepwear 


NEW YORK (ED)-Children 
plus safety hazards equal dis- 
aster. Because toddlers cannot 
read or comprehend warnings, 
they don't realize when they 
are faced with a possibly dan- 
gerous situation. Endlessly in- 
quisitive and fascinated by 
everything around them, they 
are quick to experiment with 
matches and cigarette lighters 
- and even insert metal ob- 
jects into open electrical out- 
lets. 


Because children are often 


unable to help themselves, the 
government has passed a 
standard for flammability of 
children's sleepwear in sizes 
0 to 6X. The need for such a 
standard was based on the in- 
vestigation and analysis of 
deaths and injuries due to fires 
resulting from flammable 
sleepwear apparel, and on the 
results of laboratory research 
involving garments and fab- 
rics' for children's sleepwear. 


Development of new fibers 


and fabrics treatments by the 
textile industry will increase 
the fire resistance of fabrics. 
However, consumers should 
not presume that a fabric will 
never ignite because-it passes 
a flammability test. All textiles 
will burn (some more readily 
than others) if exposed to in- 
tense heat or flames from 
matches or lighters, burning 
candles or cigarettes, lighted 
ranges or heaters, open fires or 
burning flammable liquids. 
It's up to the manufacturers 


to develop flame-resistant fib- 
ers and fabrics. But, it's up 
to you to keep your children 
safe from the hazards of Are 
in your home.

Unexpected safety hatards may lurk in the most in- 


nocent-seeming Halloween costeme, so Dr. Newte R. 
Nelson, highway safety chairman for the Arkansas 
Optometric Association, has prepared a list of 
suggestions which can ~«duce the accident and injury 
rate on October 31. 


It's b good idea to use makeup instead of masks for 


little spooks and goblins. "A poorly fitted mask, which 
can easily slip out of position, or a mask with small eye 
slits can block a child's view of oncoming cars, objects in 
his path, a hole, a step, or even the curb," says Dr. 
Nelson. Makeup of non-allergic varieties can be used to 
create disguises as hoboes, clowns, witches, gypsies, or 
whatever. 


Dr. Nelson added that pieces of retro-reflective 


material should be applied to costumes to make the 
young wearers highly visible to drivers after dark. This 
material (frequently used to mark bicycles) is usually 
available at automotive supply stores, variety chains 
and discount houses. 


"Let the ktds make up their own designs in the 


reflective tape," says Dr. Nelson. "Just make sure that 
they will be visible from front, back and sides." 


Homeowners should clear yards and porches of toys 


and garden tools which might be a temptation to trick-or- 
treaters—or which might cause a child to trip or fall over 
the ground-level obstacle. 


As a final bit of Halloween advice, Dr. Nelson suggests 


that parents caution their children not to walk in the 
street (they should use yards if no sidewalks are laid 
through the neighborhood) and to look carefully before 


crossing a street, doing so at a corner with a street lights 
if at all possible. And, as an extra precaution, give each 
child a battery-operated light to carry so that he can see 
more safely and so that others can see him.

Bringing back the 
blimp to the skies 


MIAMI (AP) - As a member 


of a select society of dirigible 
pilots, Capt. Frank Hogan 
would like to bring back the 
blimp so people can fly low and 
slow and rediscover America. 


"For the last 10 years, speed, 


speed, speed has been the 
thing." says Hogan, the pilot of 
a blimp named Mayflower. 
"People are getting away from 
that." 


At the age of SO, Hogan has 


spent the past two decades 
guiding the big busing balloons 
through the nation's sUes. He 
is one of 30 dirigible pilots fly- 
ing for Goodyear Inc., which 


operates four of the five blimps 
now operating In the world. 


He hopes for the day of the 


"superblimp," a giant ship car- 
rying 300 people instead of six 
passengers and a pilot, which 
would slowly tool across the 
American continent at 40 or 90 
miles an hour.

Halloween is 
old holiday 


Halloween nowadays is an evening of fun for the little 


ones, of dressing up in costumes, going to parties, and 
begging goodies door-to-door. But there is more to 
Halloween. It is an unbelievable mixture of ancient 
festivals, medieval superstition, and Christian belief. 


Halloween is the direct descendent of a harvest festival 


eve celebrated in Britain by the Druids long before the 
Christian era. The night before the festival was called 
"All Soul's Eve," and on this night "Saman", the Lord of 
Death, called together all the souls of wicked men who 
had been condemned to inhabit the bodies of animals. 
The Druids believed that Saman then decided what 
forms the condemned souls should take for the next year. 


The belief that evil spirits roam among men on 


Halloween can be traced to this Druidic "gathering of the 


<«* 


Druids also are supposedly responsible for linking the 


cat with evil on Halloween. They believed that cats were 
human beings who were changed into animals in punish- 
ment for some crime. This supersititon took many forms 
and, later, cats were standard equipment for anyone who 
practiced witchcraft. 


When Ceasar's legions invaded Britain, the Roman 


Feast of Pamona mingled with the Druidic celebration. 
Pamona was the goddess of the autumn harvest—and 
nuts ami apples were eaten at her festival. To this day, 
nuts and apples have a place in Halloween festivities. 


In an effort to curb the pagan aspect of the eveaing, the 


early Christian Church set aside November first as "All 
Saiats' Day-" The evening before was then called 
"Hallowed Evening" which was corrupted to 
"Halloween." 


Throughout the years the legends and superstitions 


grew. The origin of the jack-o'lantern can be traced to 
Ireland. The legend says that a man named Jack was 
barred from heaven because he was stingy. When Jack 
got to Hell the devil refuted to admit him, because, as a 
human, Jack has) played practical jokes on Satan. So the 
stingy practical Jaker was condemned to walk the streets 
with a lantern lustil judgment day. 


Waxing wiiatovs comes from the British "Chalk- 


Back" Day. Street ruffians would chalk the backs of 
adults with dress* to indicate that the rule of the summer 
sun was over. 


Children ia asicstnt times were quick to see that 


Halloween superstition offered many opportunities for 
misfhiff If galas disappeared and horses and cattle 
were mysteriously turned loose, the townfolk blamed it 
on spooks and ghosts. At the time, it was believed that 
wicked souls took the form of adults, so the children 
began isressisf a* grown-ups. If anyone saw the 
costumed yotusjatars esyaged in a prank, a spook would 
be hifl""«» Ts* World Book researchers say that this 
may have been the bagir^'g of costumes for Halloween.

"Trudeaumania" that sparked 
his Liberal party's 19*8 sweep 
has worn off? How much of the 
Trudeau personality-plus magic 
remains? These are key ques- 
tions as the 53-year-old Liberal 
standard-bearer asks an often 
fickle Canadian electorate for 
endorsement of his first four 
years in office. 


Some political seers regard 


the Liberals under Trudeau as 
unbeatable, 
but

enough House of Commons 
seats to assure a comfortable 
majority and a sympathetic 
legislature. 


This federal campaign fell 


short of igniting flames of pub- 
He excitement. Trudeau's per- 
krmunce has been much less 
dazzling than in 1968 when his 
party won almost 60 per cent of 
tie 364 House seats. 


When Trudeau dissolved Par- 


liament this fall and called this 
election, the House lineup was 
Liberal, 147; Conservative, 73; 
New Democratic Party, 25; So- 
cial Credit, 13; independent, 2; 
vacant, 4. Trudeau had an 
ample working majority. 


If Trudeau's campaign lacked 


the fire of 1968, his Con- 
servative rivals put on a lack- 
luster performance under Rob- 
ert L. Stanfield, whom the 
Tories often and glumly re- 
ferred to as "not dynamic." 
Polls and seers said the Liber- 
als had a good chance of win- 


ning enough seats for another 
majority. 


The 1968 Liberal victory per- 


mitted Trudeau to govern a full 
span of more than four years. 
Under the Canadian system, a 
prime minister can dissolve 
Parliament and call an election 
when he chooses, but the law 
says there must be a general 
election 
within 
every 
five 


years. The party winning the 
most House of Commons seats 
has the right to form a govern- 
ment and its House leader be- 
comes the prime minister. 


Bumpers says lean 
days may be ahead 


PARAGOULD, Ark. (AP) — 


Gov. Dale Bumpers said Satur- 
day that despite a dramatic 
upsurge in state revenues, a 
drop just as dramatic could oc- 
cur. 


For this reason, the governor 


said, the 1973 Arkansas Legisla- 
ture should be conservative in 
budgeting the record revenue 
surplus that is accumulating in 
the state treasury. He recom- 
mended that not all the surplus 
be spent. 


•'We must set back a reserve 


and not budget all of this mon- 
ey because I know leaner days 
are coming," Bumpers said. 


He said he wanted to invest 


the surplus in "tangible bene- 
fits, something that our chil- 
dren and grandchildren will 
years from now look back and 
say, 'I'm glad the legislature 
and the governor were far- 
sighted enough to invest the 
money in these things back in 
1973.'"

Protein varieties 
fare important

Dear Dr. Lsmb—We en- 


hoy reading your column and 
have learned very much 


I from it. We are vegetarians 
(and have a two-year-old son. 
I Hii and our diet consists of 
goat's milk, nute, sunflower 
seed*, two eggs a week, 
cracked cereals cooked with 
honey added and put 
through a blender, fresh 


1 ve getables and raw fruit 
juices and yogurt. We do not 
eat candy, cake or sweets. 
We also drink carrot juice 
two or three times per week. 
We would like to know if we 
are receiving enough pro- 
tein on this diet. 


Dear leader—You may 


not be getting enough va- 
riety of sufficient P«rt*ui. 
To maintain good health and 
good growth for your son, 
it is necessary not only to 
get s sufficient amount of 
protein but a sufficient va- 
riety of different proteins to 
provide all of the eight es 
sential amino acids that the 
I body can't manufacture. The 
I protein sources in your diet 
I come from eggs, yogurt and 
[goat's milk with a s m a l l 
•amount of protein from the 
•cereal, particularly if you 
fare using wheat. 


You might seriously con- 


cider looking for some of 
the protein powders that are 
Available in the diet section 
of supermarkets and in some 
ealth stores. You can use 


tthis powdered material as a 
pood supplement to make 


ire that you are getting all 
the essential amino acids. 
..ad the label carefully be 
•cause not all of these pro- 
Itein products include a suffi- 
cient amount of all of the 
ential amino acids. So. 
v 
one that specifically says 


•that it has ail of the essen- 
Itul amino acids in sufficient 
•quantity for the servings 
•they recommend for daily 
•use. 
. Another good source of 
I proteins for vegetarians is 
I soybeans. There are even 


some soybean milk substi- 
tute p r o d u c t s which are 
very good. Again you have 
to be very careful and read 
the labels, though, because 
some artificial milk products 
of this sort have coconut oil 
added and the only tipoff of 
this may be the word vege- 
table oil. So, if you want to 
avoid an excessive intake of 
saturated fats, don't buy a 
product that says vegetable 
oil without identifying what 
the oil is. All mature bean 
seeds make a good vegeta- 
ble source for protein. Beans 
alone will not satisfy all of 
your essential amino acid 
needs, but will provide more 
p r o t e i n than most other 
vegetables or cereals, it is 
often a mainstay used by 
vegetarians in producing a 
variety of dishes, including 
a substitute for meat loaf. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—1 read 


your article by the mother 
that indicated her sons were 
troubled with acne and in- 
quired what she might do. 


A year ago you published 


an" a'rticle recommending 
using alcohol. Since 1 have 
experienced the same prob- 
lem. 1 have been using alco- 
hol saturated in cotton when 
1 return from outdoors and 
you'd be surprised what soot 
and dust shows up on the 
c o t t o n . Then thoroughly 
wash off the alcohol with a 
trustworthy soap as you rec- 
ommend. Now 1 rarely have 
skin breakouts, t h a n k s to 
your suggestion.

The sponsor is. the Long 
Distance Division of the Befl 
System Up until this year 
they have annually put on 
a special, vis the networks, 
each spring. They chose that 
season because it was just 
before the summer, when 
traditionally, people t-?s»veled, 
and traveling people are 
what makes for long dis- 
tance phone calls. 


Their research told them 


that people now are travel- 
ing throughout the year, not 
just in the summer, so they 
figured they ought to be on 
TV more often Rather than 
a network series or a bunch 
of network specials, how- 
ever, they opted for this new 
gimmick. 


The show is called Top of 


the Month, and it is a variety 
show built around the theme 
of each upcoming month, 
with Tony Randall and E. J. 
Peaker in charge. 


T h e y ' r e distributing it 


themselves — each of the 23 


Tony 


stations cannot preempt Odd 
Couple with it. 


This seems to be an eco- 
nomical breakthrough for 
TV. It's good for the indi- 
vidual stations — they get a 
top quality show free, some- 
thing that has all the ear- 
marks of being a big special. 
The sponsor doesn't have to 
buy network time so hes 
getting his message across 
at a greatly reduced cost.

middleman always gets hurt 
when he's amputated.

Nixon, Kissinger begging 
for peace, McGovern says 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. (AP) - 


Sen. George McGovern says 
President Nixon and Dr. Henry 
A. Kissinger "have literally 
been begging for a settlement" 
of the Vietnam war. "And I'm 
glad they have." 


McGovern made the com- 


ment in Hartford Sunday night 
in response to a question from 
a telethon viewer who ex- 
pressed concern about the sena- 
tor's June statement that "beg- 
ging is better than bombing" to 
free U.S. prisoners in Vietnam. 


Hie Democratic nominee said 


he stands by that statement, 
adding: "I submit to you that 
for the last few weeks Mr. Kis- 
singer and Mr. Nixon have lit- 
erally been begging for a settle- 
ment of this war, and I'm glad 
they have." 


On his fourth visit to Con- 


necticut since the Democratic 
convention, McGovern planned 
to attend a brunch for labor 
and political leaders in New 
Haven today before returning 
to Hartford for a rally in Con- 
stitution Plaza. 


Sen. Abraham A. Ribicoff, 


who nominated McGovern for 
president at both the 19SI and 
1972 Democratic conventions, 
joined him on Sunday night's 
telethon, seen in Connecticut, 
Massachusetts 
and 
Rhode 


Island. Afterwards. Ribicoff 
told reporters McGovern has 
overcome most of Nixon's ear- 
lier leads in the bellwether 
state of Connecticut. 


The Connecticut Democrat 


also said that, in contrast with 
his earlier belief that Nixon 
would be helped by peace de- 
velopments, he is finding con- 
siderable questioning about the 
timing of the recent moves. 
McGovern workers and aides 
report a similar reaction is be- 
coming noticeable in their can- 
vassing. 


Eleanor McGovern, the can-
